Milder, Kimberly, was killed Sunday 
afternoon on Kimberly-rd. south of 
Fox river, when struck by an auto- 
mobile owned by Henry C. Erby, 
Green Bay. The boy's skull was frac- 
tured and he died while Mr. Erby was 
taking him to St. Elizabeth hospital. 


Eye witnesses of the accident say 


the Erby automobile was proceeding: 
at less than 
10 miles an hour. An- 


other car was disabled a short dis- 
tance ahead and four or five automo- 
biles ahead of the Erby car stopped 
on this account. Mr. Erby also decided 
to stop to see what the trouble was. 
The power was shut 
off 
and 
the 


brakes partially applied, when the 
Milder boy suddenly ran out from a 
farmyard, directly in the path of the 
Erby car. 


The boy was struck by the machine 


and thrown beneath- The axle of the 
car was of the type that is hardly 
more than 18 inches above the ground, 
and it is believed that this struck his 
head, causing1 the fracture. When the 
Erby car came to a stop the rear 
wheel was almost touching the body, 
indicating that the car was proceed- 
ing very slowly and stopped within 
less than a car's length. 


No Blame on Driver 


In the car were Mr. and Mrs. Erby 


and daughter, Margaret and Miss 
Lena Siegmund. Nobody seemed in- 
clined to place any blame upon the 
driver, not even the father of the 
boy. 
The lad appeared so suddenly 


that nobody knew where he came from. 


Decedent is survived by his father, 


one brother and one sister. Funeral 
services will be held at 9 o'clock "Wed- 
nesday morning from Holy Name 
chuch, Kimberly, with burial in Kim- 
berly cemeteiry.

The decision affects ev- 
ery estate, the net amount of which 
exceeds $50,000 and thus makes It 
taxable. A largo amount of taxes 
must be refunded as the result of the 
decision.

ment's big "trust busting" suits. 


In lower courts the government 


failed to obatin a decision against the 
company and Monday asked the court 
to dismiss its . appeal. The motion 
made by Solicitor General Frierson 
was immediately granted.

Washington—Return of the five 


cent loaf of bread is a near possibility 
throughout the United States, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture 
•Wallace said 


Monday. 


Productions are approaching the 


pre-war rates. The question of the 
cheaper loaf soon will be directly up 
to bakers and 
grocers, Wallace 


warned. 


"The average value of -the wheat 


needed to make a one pound loaf of 
bread now is one and 
seven-tenths 


cents," said Wallace. 


"Farmers are receiving 
for their 


wheat only slightly more than in pre- 
war days, when bread customarily 
sold for five cents a loaf. 
Flour 


prices are largely deflated. 


"The big difliculties in the way of 


the five cent loaf now are high freight 
rates and high wages. When these 
factors are reduced and the labor 
cost of transportation, 
milling and 


baking deflated there will be no justifi- 
cation for failure of the five cent loaf 
to reappear." 


Bread prices at retail have been re- 


duced ten per cent throughout the 
country in the last six months, accord- 
ing to the price data of the labor de- 
partment. 
In the same period the 


cost of a barrel of flour at the mill 
has been reduced from $9.20 to $8 a 
barrel or about 13 per cent. 


Retail and wholesale bakers thus 


are getting practically all their bread 
making materials at prices far below 
those of six months ago.

Mixed clover and timothy, 
our principal hay crop, is in fair 
condition.

Washington—President Harding is 


encountering the full force of the tid- 
al wave which rises oat of a dis- 
tressed economic situation and mis- 
takenly 
demands that the govern- 


ment cure all business ills and re- 
store the profits of bygone days. 


The president told friends today that 


judging by the appeals for govern- 
ment aid, many people imagined it 
possible for the executive and his ad- 
ministration by a wave of the hand 
to bring back normal conditions. The 
president looks upon the economic 
situation as the inevitable result of 
raconetruotton 
and 
readjustment 


following the war. The cabinet at its 
last meeting discussed what the gov- 
ernment could do, but unfortunately 
the 
government 
cannot do much 


more 
than guide certain 
currents 


that may have an influence on the 
situation. After all, it is the feeling 
of the president that the big indns- 
tries will themselves find the way out. 
America, he thinks, will recover from 
the shock of the European war just 
as she did from the Civil war—-in z 
natural and orderly way. 
Farmers Need Help 


It 
is the agricultural 
situation 


however, which causes concern for 
while the big industries 
can in 


sense help themselves, 
the 
farmer 


needs to be financed and needs to 
have an export trade and at the 
same time must be protected in his 
home market. AH these different de- 
sires are the basis for the so-called 
agricultural bloc in congress, com- 
posed of members 
of both parties, 


mostly from 
the west and south, 


who are able 
to put through con- 


gress practically any measure of re- 
lief that the farmers may want. And 
President Harding is unquestionably 
sympathetic with 
the agricultural 


Meanwhile, the president himself 


recognizes that • the chief trouble of 
the present moment in the economic 
situation is the fact that the profits 
of yesterday out of which it might be 
possible for the American business 
man to recoup losses of today are in 
accessible. Large portions of those 
profits have been paid into the treas- 
ury of the United States as income 
taxes and have in turn been expended 
by the government. Were It possible 
for the business people of America to 
have paid taxes over a 
period of 


years rather than over a single year 
as a unit, they would have been better 
able to finance themselves m the try- 
ing era of reconstruction -when goods 
bought at steep prices must be sold 
below cost to clean shelves and <empty 
the warehouses for new supplies. 


If there were a definite tax program 


available, the air would be cleared 
but congress is having trouble enough 
with the tariff, let alone a revenue 
bill, and the prospects are not as 
bright as they were for an 
early 


cleaning np of legislation 
affecting 


business. The chances are that next 
fall congress will still be here har- 
anguing about tariff or taxes. Every- 
thing moves slowly in the convales- 
cent period—even the wheels of con- 
gress. The administration is proceed- 
ing steadily but it would breath much 
easier if the people didn't expect so 
much of the government.

left the houso. Then I called the po- 
lice." 


Samuel Decker also told the Jnry 


that when Vir-gil appeared at his home 
h« told a story of having been "out 
west" and said he hadn't seen his 
folks for two years.

youth, then took the stand for the 
state. He said he was at the Lovett 
home on the night Leroy and Virgil 
went for an auto ride. He said he 
heard the two pals talking about 
trip to Albion. 


"I asked them to allow me to make

Hagerty said. 


Leroy was fonnd dead the next day.

of fat pay envelopes in the factories, 
added to the peace of mind of the agri- 
culturalist, the survey also showed. 


Farmers, according to reports are 


securing plenty of help at wages much 
below last year's. 


"The farming industry is now on an 
equal footing with other American in- 
dustries," said J. W. Cloverdale, secre- 
tary of tho American Farm Bureau 
federation.

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CITY PLANNING 


A movement toward a sane, sensible 


plan of city building was launched Friday 
night when the chamber of commerce 
called together representatives of various 
organizations of the city for the purpose 
of hearing Prof. Leonard Smith, instruc- 
tor in city planning at the University of 
"Wisconsin. That this is a movement in 
the right direction was the belief of those 
present, if the favorable expressions that 
followed Mr. Smith's address may be tak- 
en as a criterion. 


Mr. Smith paid Appleton many compli- 


ments on its natural beauty, and it is true 
that we have much to be proud of, but 
Appleton is not the city today in beauty, 
in efficiency, or in progress that it would 
be if a comprehensive city planning pro- 
gram had been instituted twenty or twen- 
ty-five years ago. 
Appleton of twenty 


years-hence wiH not be the city we would 
like to look forward to unless we start 
now to lay the-iormdation for a more sys- 
tematic city plan- 


More important, we believe, than the 


compliments Prof. Smith paid our city 
were the constructive criticisms he was 
able to offer. "Well did he point out doz- 
ens of things in which Appleton is lack- 
ing. Many were the helpful suggestions, 
which, if carried out. would prove of im- 
measurable benefit to our city. "We have 
many handsome public "buildings, we have 
several beautiful parks, and have just ac- 
quired the land for another; onr city is 
located alongside a beautiful river-, and 
has many attractive ravines. It is regret- 
able indeed that twenty-five years ago a 
city plan was not adopted which would 
have given us the maximum beauty from 
these wonderful resources. It would have 
given us a better and greater city—in- 
spired enthusiasm and loyalty among its 
citizens. We cannot, however, stop what 
•has happened, but it is within our power to 
dictate what future Appleton will be. We 
can plan our city with the same fore- 
thought that a business man. plans his 
business- 


Jhe organization side of city planning 


apparently lies with the city council, which 
is given power by state law to pass a zon- 
ing ordinance and appoint a city planning 
commission- It is hoped that the council 
-will give the matter of city planning seri- 
ous considecatJon- In the meantime civic 
organizations, 
business 
organizations, 


clubs and individuals can take the initia- 
tive by giving our councilmen encourage- 
ment along this line of activity. 


the railroads be maintained, although nei- 
ther the government nor the public can 
be primarily responsible for this.

It is of course 
true that the railroads must be in a sound 
and healthy condition, capable of keeping 
up their equipment and expanding their 
facilities, if we are to have the maximum 
material returns, but it is also true that to 
a major extent the railroads must work 
out their own problems and put their own 
houses in order. 
Efficient and resource- 


ful management are essential 
to their 


progressive development. 
Without that 


all the government assistance in the world 
will be of no avail, and will only burden 
the people the more with indirect taxa- 
tion. The railroads can prosper only as 
the general business of the country pros- 
pers, and the country is not going to 
prosper as it should with the present trans- 
portation handicaps. Consistency as well 
as good judgment dictates the lowering 
of rail rates in the relatively near future, 
and it is to be hoped the Interstate Com- 
merce commission is as convinced of the 
fact as is the business world at large.

Now that the railroad labor board has 


made reductions in. wages effective July 
1, aggregating alxrat $400.000,000 an- 
nually, the next logical step is for the In- 
terstate Commerce commission to reduce 
freight and passenger rates. There could 
be only one reason for lowering wages, 
which is that they were of such a level as 
to help produce immoderately high rate*. 
One of the contributing causes of busi- 
ness depression is that transportation 
rates are so excessive that they suppress 
instead of Stimulate traffic. It is gen- 
erally agreed, we think, that the high 
freight and passenger tariffs -are one of 
the important factors in the industrial 
depression. When the hauling charges on 
many commodities are more than the value 
of the commodities themselves it is evi- 
dent that the cost of distribution has 
reached an impossible plane, and that the 
deflation necessary to restore normal de- 
mand and production cannot take place. 


The high freight and passenger rates 


were based on high wage rates. The last 
heavy increase in rates was excused al- 
most solely on the ground of wage increas- 
es. The duty therefore of the Interstate 
Commerce commission seems clear. If it 
•hould fail to act promptly the public 
will receive no benefit from the $400,- 
000,000 sacrifice which the railroad em- 
ployes are called upon to make. It IB im- 
portant that the financial integrity of

THE BUILDING SITUATION 


Everyone agrees, we think, that there 


is something radically -wrong with the 
building situation, not only locally but 
throughout the United States. "With the 
most acute shortage of homes the country 
has ever known and with a demand for 
houses that in most cities has become a 
serious municipal problem, there still are 
no building operations to speak of. Noth- 
ing ia being done to relieve conditions. 


It is self-evident that if building condi- 


tions were satisfactory we would have a 
large amount of construction everywhere 
in the country. The simple law of supply 
and demand would stimulate building, 
with the certainty of immediate rental 
or sale. It is clear then that something 
is operating to prevent building, and that 
'this something is abnormal, artificial, pos- 
sibly in some instances, as in Chicago and 
New York and other large cities, criminal. 


When it comes to fixing the responsibili- 


ty for the this anomalous state of affairs 
the troubles of the public as well as of 
the authorities only begin. It has taken 
many months of determined investigation 
in New York and Chicago to unearth the 
graft and scandal there in connection with 
building operation*. To what extent it 
prevails in other cities is a matter of guess- 
work. 
Eliminating the 
combinations 


which have been shown to exist in the 
larger cities, there is a difference of opin- 
ion as to the blame for the building inac- 
tivity generally. 
Some charge it to the 


prices of steel; some to the high prices of 
other materials; some to the high wages 
demanded by labor. It seems to be a case 
of everyone wanting the "other fellow" 
to liquidate. 


Steel producers have finally turned on 


other material producers and hare given 
out some interesting figures. According 
to these statistics, structural steel prices 
showed an advance over May, 1913, of 
43 per cent, while brick in the same peri- 
od showed an advance of 165 per cent, 
lime 206 per cent and cement 96 per 
per cent. A 43 per cent increase in steel 
over pre-war prices, if this is correct, is 
not unreasonable, and would indicate that 
thjp important commodity has been liqui- 
dated to a normal leveL Advances of from 
96 to 200 per cent are altogether out of 
proportion and leave the conclusion that 
profiteering is still going on in some quar- 
ters. Very properly the Boston News 
Bureau, a leading financial daily, asks: 
"Has there 
been deflation-dodging in 


building materials as well in building 
trad«s?" 


"Whatever the exact facts may be, the 


deduction is inescapable that artificial 
conditions still exist in the building field 
and that they are responsible for the fail- 
ure to resume even an approach to normal 
operations. It is a situation which de- 
mands both local and national investiga- 
tion, together with pressure that will 
encourage house and other building. Any 
action will be justified which will expose 
the real causes that stand in the way of 
building and bring about relief.

Cbap. 18—Hygiene and TaMe Manners 


My dad has always drawn a sharp line between 


table manners and affectations. 
He says some of 


tho affectations that pass as table manners in some 
quarters remind him of a dear old maid 
school 


teacher who used to use her little finger to point out 
anything on a printed page, instead of the index 
finger, because the good woman fancied the little 
finger looked so much more dainty and graceful. To 
dad's mind the finger bowl affectation is on a par 
with tho old maid's little finger stunt. At any 
rate it is not a hygienic rite. 


If people handle their food in such a way as to 


get the fingers soiled, then they ought to go and 
wash their hands with soap and water after eating. 


The time when dad Insisted on washing the hands 


was just before sitting down to table. A good many 
kids, with the natural antipathy to soap and water 
that belongs, like to shirk this little ceremony and 
often manage to shirk it when parents are careless. 
Now, this jtnay seem all right to a kid, but it is a 
dangerous thing to eat without first washing the 
hands. 
Painters and other workers who neglect 


this ceremony often pay dearly for their neglect by 
developing lead poisoning as a result of their soiled 
or unwashed hands contaminating the food they 
eat. Boys who sit down to eat without having first 
washed their hands are very likely to become in- 
fested with worms, the eggs of which, microscopic 
in size, are present on the soiled finers. Then, too, 
there are probably many germ diseases which are 
acquired through the contamination of food by 
soiled fingers. That is the common, everyday route 
of infection in outbreaks of typhoid fever when the 
source of infection is traced to a food handled such 
as a cook or waiter who has at some time had 
typhoid and is still a "carrier" of the typhoid bacilli 
and capable of contaminating any food handled. 


No kid should be served at table until he can 


first show clean hands. And no hands can be 
considered clean unless they have just been thor- 
oughly washed with soap and water. 


Another hygienically warranted table manner that 


dad has always insisted on Is time. A good many 
kids suffer digestive troubles simply because they 
do not take time to eat their meals. They are so 
anxious to get back at play that they try to gulp 
down their meals and rush away from the table in 
a few minutes. In order to circumvent this breech 
of manners, father early made it a rule at our 
house that no one could leave the table within twen- 
ty minutes, whether he required all that time to eat 
or not. There were times when the twenty minutes 
seemed as many weeks to me, for I could finish 
a meal about as fast as the next kid. But even if 
I finished in five minutes, I had to sit there and 
behave until the twenty minutes were over, so you 
may be sure I soon learned to take my time about 
eating. It is a rule I can commend to all parents. 
I believe it has had much to do with my perfect di- 
gestion.

But this time a new idea to in- 


jected into the stereotyped proceed- 
ings. 
Citizens are writing forcetully 


to the papers urging that congress 
buy Jamestown, the first permanent 
English settlement in America, Also, 
there is a bill before congress provid- 
ing funds for the federal government 
to acquire Monticello, the home of 
Thomas Jefferson. 
This naturally has brought up the 


question of whether the United States 
should not own a number of our most 
venerated landmarks and keep them 
in good condition and accessible to the 
public without admission fees. 


There are two sides to the question. 


It certainly seems a pity that many 
people are unable to visit some of the 
most interesting collections of relics 
in the country because in private own- 
ership a fee must be charged to pay 
for the upkeep. On the other hand, 
if the government would do no more 
with Mount Vernon or Monticello than 
it has with the house where Lincoln 
died and Arlington, which It has 
owned for some time, private owner- 
ship is'far preferable. 


The grounds of Arlington are beau- 


tifully kept. It is one of the most 
impressive cemeteries in the country. 
But the mansion, associated with so 
many historic characters, is an empty 
shell. Washington's adopted son and 
General Lee lived there, and such fa- 
mous persons as Lafayette were en- 
tertained at Arlington house. Yet 
there is scarcely a souvenir left there, 
most of the valuable relics having 
been removed to Mount Vernon and 
to the National museum. 


In the hands of a historic" society, 


Arlington might have proved a magnet 
for souvenirs and might today be as 
vivid a reminder, of colonial life as 
Mount Vernon. 


Tho Lincoln House. 


In the house where Lincoln died, as 


at Arlington, the government exhibits 
nothing but a house. The Lincoln 
house contains a fine collection of Lin- 
coln mementos, but these relics belong 
to O. H. Oldroyd. After the property 
was bought by the government, an ar- 
rangement was made that Mr. Oldroyd 
was to live there to look after the 
place, and in return a permission was 
given him to display his collection for 
an admission fee. 


This plan has worked very won, as 


Mr. Oldroyd, an ardent admirer of 
Lincoln, takes infinite pains in caring 
for his collection. It has, however, the 
undesirable bat necessary feature of 
an admission charge. 
Mr. Oldroyd 


has several times offered his collection 
to the • government for a reasonable 
sum, but no action has ever been 
taken. If the relics were bought, the 
subsequent expense to the government 
would consist only in increasing the 
usual small annual appropriation, for 
care- of the property, enough to pay a 
curator's salary. 


The strong point In favor of the his- 


toric societies as guardians of old land- 
marks Is that they work unceasingly 
to make them worthy of public inter- 
est. 
The country is scoured for a 


chair or cup used by this or that hero. 
Mount Vernon, an old frame house, is 
made as fireproof as possible by light- 
ning rods, fire-resistant paint, and fire- 
proofing solution. Corps of guards are 
kept perpetually watching lest souve- 
nir hunters or ordinary thieves slip 
some tiny valuable relic into a pocket 
while admiring it. Cleaning and reno 
vating go on almost aa continually as 
in an occupied home. 


To do all this, a private society must 


have funds, .and the logical way to 
ralso them is to tax visitors. This tax 
range* at different historic buildings 
from ten cents to a quarter, small 
enough amount*, but still prohibitive 
to some people. For Instance, school 
children are not all able to get a dol- 
lar for the trolley fare and admission 
to Mount Vernon. And a surprising 
number of tourist*, risking Washing- 
ton on an Itemlaed amount of money, 
do not feel able to spend so much on 
one place ot Interest 


The Mount Vernon Ladles associa- 


tion has Just met the school proposi- 
tion by agreeing that school children 
may b« admitted free under certain 
conditions on Saturday. They must 
come as a band of pupils from some 
school and they must be accompanied 
by teachers or guardians. This still 
leaves the tax on all other visitors, 
and the proponents ot government 
ownership are still calling for the head 
of the Mount Vernon ticket collector. 


The OH* of Mount Vernon. 


If the government should take over 


Mount Vernon It would find the estate 
in a remarkable state of preservation. 
It Is one of the most satisfactory show 
places of the sort anywhere, because 
of the completeness with which the 
house is furnished, and because every- 
thing in It is a real souvenir of the 
place. There is no mere "period fur- 
niture." 


Monticello, also contemplated as a 


government acquisition, is not a mu- 
seum, and the owner, while willing to 
sell It, objects to the Idea of the man- 
sion becoming a museum. He wants 
the government to use it as a/Vir- 
glnia home for presidents of the 
United States. 


Jamestown, the third landmark sug- 


gested for government purchase, is 
mainly a site. All of its original build- 
ings were burned before the Revolu- 
tion. Only the tower of one of the 
churches is left as a picturesque ruin. 
Jamestown, however, always attracts 
many visitors because of its historic 
associations with Captain John Smith, 
Powhatan and Pocahontas. Jamestown 
is now owned by the Society for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiquities. 


Whether the government can buy 


Mount Vernon or Jamestown seems at 
present uncertain. 
Historic societies 


are generally attached to their an- 
tiquities, and we have heard no news 
of either the Mount Vernon or James- 
town guardians rushing to take up a 
government offer. 
' 


Attention has been called to the Vir- 


ginia statute which permits the federal 
government to commandeer private 
property for utilitarian purposes only. 
This would indicate that it could not 
buy Mount Vernon, or any other his 
toric place in Virginia without making 
terms satisfactory to the owners or 
regents. 


One of the members of a society of 


this sort suggests that the government 
might well take an interest in some 
historic properties that are uncared 
for, before it takes over those that are 
well managed. 
Thus, she recalls the 


Key mansion, a tiny frame house in 
Georgetown, was torn down for want 
of funds to keep it as a memorial for 
the author of the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." Mark Twain's home and Poe's 
cottage are two more pieces of neg 
lected property which the government 
might have been proud to own. 


If the government intends to go Into 


the business of custodian of national 
shrines there is one vital handicap 
which must be removed. At present 
public buildings and grounds are ad- 
ministered by a branch of -the war de 
partment. 
This is a hangover from 


the time when the parks and grassy 
circles of Washington were regarded 
primarily as bases for cannon in an 
emergency. 
Historic buildings, how 


ever, such as the Lincoln house anc 
the Arlington mansion, would be more 
suitably and successfully administered 
by museum experts. 


We can scarcely expect historic col 


lections of any importance so long as 
they are under the war department 
which is natural'y more interested in 
guns than in sentimental relics of a 
by-gone day. In the hands of skilled 
curators, such as we have in the gov 
ernment museum, there Is no reason 
why historic buildings should not 
flourish under government ownership 
with the additional advantage, so often 
pointed out, of the cheerful sign, "Ad 
mission Free."

Fruit trees in this vicinity are ready 


for their third foliage spray if the 
owners desire to obtain unblemished 
fruit. There are indications that th 
apple crop will be greater than that o 
last year, but this will depend on the 
number of insects killed by propei 
spraying. 


Fruit growers are advised to use for 


the third spray a mixture of 1T4 gal 
Ions of lime sulphur, 1% pounds o 
powdered lead arsenate to 50 gallons 
of water. 
The aplication is due ten 


of fiteen days after the second or calyx 
spray. New and growing leaves pro 
duce new areas which are unsprayed 
Cherry, apple and plum trees and cur 
rant and gooseberry bushes need treat 
ment to kill insects that might infest 
these new areas. 


Codling 
moths, 
which 
prod-uee 


wormy apples soon will lay their eggs 
and the worms will hatch. The curcu 
lio beetle which stings the plum is at 
his worst just now, and more of the 
pests are hatching. Spores that pro 
duce apple scab and that may have 
escaped former sprays will be caught 
by this spray also, as will canker 
worms and tussock moths.
